Mrs. Jane Lathrop Stanford has paid 
fn full to the trustees of Leland Stan- 
ford. Jr., university the $2,500,000 
willed to the institution by the late Sen- 
ator Stanford. The payment was made 
iu railn.iud securities, from which the 
university will receive an income of 
$120,000 a year. 

The dark days of the university are 
over, when a suit of the government 
held iron bound all the property of the 
estate except $10,000 a month granted 
by the court to Mrs. Stanford as her 
family allowance. 

This allowance, excf'pt the smallest 
sum upon which, with the most rigid 
economy, Mrs. Stanford could pay her

Senator Stanfonl left debts amount- 
ing to about $1,600,000, a large i>art of 
which sum bad been Ixirrowed to pay 
for the construction of the university 
buildings. All these debts have lx on 
paid. 

Then came the suit of the govern- 
ment, imposing such economy 0:1 Mrs. 
Stanford as she had never kno'w-u and 
temporarily reducing the income of the 
university. The case was beard by 
Judge Ross and decided for the estate. | 
It was heard on appeal by Judges Gil- j 
bert, Ha’wley and Jlorron of the circuit 
court of appe.als and decided for the 
estate It was heard on appeal again by 
nine justict's of the supreme court of 
the United States and decided for the 
estate 

Thus 14 federal judges passed on the 
case, and yet less than a year po-ssed be-; 
tween the filing of the complaint anif 
the final judgment on appeal 

Within 60 days after this judgment 
on appeal was rendered the bequest of 
$2,500,000 is paid. Now the o^er be- 
quests are to considered.

Nearly every coiu- 
uiissiou man at the yards has retieive^l 
Hilvice from his customers stating tliat 
owing to the low pirices they prefer to 
tiold cattle until July or fall. Nearly all 
the cattle in the Indian Territory iiave 
been turne<l on grass; also in Western 
Kansas. Many who have gone to mar- 
ket with tlie view of buying feeders have 
retiirne<i iioine t nd bought tlieir neigh- 
l»ors’ cattle out of the feetl lots at much 
lower prices thaa fee<lers sell here and 
turnci tliemout on grass.

The 
Treasury lias lieen depleted and tbe 
State wont receive .state warrants in pay 
for ciiairs made liy the convicts and sold 
to a chair co'iqiany., Ry reason of this 
refusal of tbe State to aivvpt its own 
paper, balf tlie convicts in tlie Frankfort 
jK-iiiteiitiarv are idle. Now the Fsldy- 
ville fa-iiitentiai V lias burned v. itiioni 
iiiMiraiice aiid all its convicts arc idle. 
This is tiie prison built to a<'coinni(MlHte 
ll:c convicts that were at work on rail- 
roads. Advfsales of that prison “guar- 
aiiti*e<i” tiiat it would lie built in six 
luonllisatH cost of ^75,0lX) to Jb'iO.OtK). 
It lias cost millions and is not coni|ilete. 
We foretold all tliese misfortunes and 
said that finally tbe iieople would Iiave 
to pay taxes to su{i|>ort idle convicts. 
The convict law and the new constitu- 
tion — the latter of which we opposeil as 
strenuously as the former — killed railroad 
building in Kentucky.

For this $1,600 more paid in 
to the treasury by the companies, the 
jieople wiH have to jiay $3,000 into the 
pockets of the insurancecompanies. The 
difference is $1,400 against the people.

May 1ft.— Fire with- 
in the walls of the branch ]>euiU.*ntiary 
caused a loss of <100,000 to the Tarioua 
industries in which the coneicts are 
employed.

kept coniii.cd to their cells. 

The fire started from unknown ori- 
g-in in the boiler room of the Southern 
hhoe company, and qnickl 3 ' spread to 
other near -by buildings. The big 
brick building occupied by the South- 
ern Shoe company, and valued at SIO,- 
000 was destroyed. The loss was also 
total on th<‘ Sonlhern Shoe comi»n 3 '’s 
stock and machinery, estimated at $iu,- 
OOti. 

The flames spread to and destrtiyed 
the building, machinery and part of 
the stock C'f the Southern Krodin Co., 
c .u.sing $10,000 loss, and also damaged 
tlic KJdyvil.e Wagon Material Co SIO,- 
UOO. 

The fire will put 6.S0 idle convicts on 
the hands of the already overburdened 
curomissioners of the sinking fund. 
About half of the 1.200 pri.soners at 
Frankfort are already idle, while the 
other half may he out of employment 
within a few day&
